of such parents did not have to get 
out and struggle for his early educa- 
tion; it began right at home, and 
it began as soon as he was able to 


absorb it. Both his father and his 
mother taught him languages and 
mathematics in the little home par- 


sonage. However, he atéénded the 
public schools later on. At Oswego, 
where his father labored for a time 
as a preacher after leaving Glens 
Falls, he went into the primary grade 
school, and at Newark, New Jersey, 
where the elder Hughes had a sub- 
sequent pastorate, he attended the 
high school, as he did a few years 
after in New York, when the family 
went there to live. But in the mean- 
time the home tuition continued. 
The Rev. David Hughes wanted his 
son to follow in his own footsteps 
and become a Baptist preacher. So, 
concurrently with his earlier instruc- 
tion, his father grounded bim well in 
the rudiments of theological lore. 
But law, to young Hughes, was ever 
a more alluring topic than theology, 
and when, after a year in Colgate, he 
entered the sophomore class at 
Brown university, it was with a 
well-fixed purpose of becoming a law- 
yer and not a preacher.
